City Franchise. 

When we suggested that the franchise 
should be confined to rate-payers who were 
British subjects, it was deemed l>y many 
too democratic tor this latitude. During the 
discussion on the Incorporation bill on 
Monday, however, that qualification has 
been adopted ; not for the firit election, but 
for the second and future elections. There 
being no assessment roll in existence, it 
was impossible to vote on that qualification, 
were the municipal election to come on 
soon. In order, however, to start civic 
affairs, it has been decided that for the lirst 
election only those on the registered list of 
voters for members of Assembly shall be 
allowed to vote. This we believe to be a 
great outrage for several reasons : 

1. Many voters have lost their qualifica- 
tion. Consequently many good men who 
are qualified cannot vote; and they who 
have no qualification can vote; and the 
reason why the qualified cilizen cannot 
vote is simply because no new list of voters 
has been made, nor will be made. 

2. Some twenty odd persons on the re* 
vised list are foreigners. These persons, 
through having been illegally or surrepti- 
tiously retained as voters, are to be still fur- 
ther used to influence the civic elections. 
Under this head, then, it may be safely 
alleged that native born British subjects, 
qualified to vote, are to be deprived of their 
votes, whilst aliens are to be endowed with 
the franchise. Were they not known to be 
foreigners, some excuse might be urged ; 
but the matter is too notorious to be denied, 
and can only be considered a gross net of 
tyranny to serve the ends of a venal parly. 

3. Many parties who voted even lor the 
government candidates at the last election 
are known to havo declared their intention 
to become citizens of the United States. 
Under the Franchise Act ol 1859, they were 
entitled to vote ; but under the Incorporation 
bill they are disqualified, except they swear 
back three months previously. As soon as 
the bill becomes law, then the civic elec- 
tion will occur, and these parties will have 
no time to qualify. They cannot take the 
oath at the poll ; and consequently they can- 
not vote. Thus, this class, who to all inteuls 
and purposes, are just as much British sub- 
jects as ever they were, are denied the right 
to vote; whilst men without a qualification, 
and foreigners ignorant of our laws, are to 
exercise the highest privilege of freemen. 
If this is justice— if this is right— if this is 
homat legislation— if this is legislating for 
the good of all and the general good of the 
country, and not to subserve the ends of a 
venal party, then justice is a fable and ve- 
nality is virtue. 

4. British subjects who have become citi- 
zens or subjects of a foreign state, are pre- 
cluded from voting for mayor or councilor, 
except three months before election they 
have taken the oath of allegiance. The 
same argument may be made to show the 
injustice of allowing foreigners to vole and 
at the same time deprive this class, as we 
have elated in reference to those who have 
declared their intentions. 

We had expected that, isolated from the 
rest of the world as we are, a more I iboral 
franchise would have been conceded in or- 
der to attract population. That it would 
have been our policy to drop all distinction 
in civic matters between those British born 
subjects who have declared thoir intentions 
or bucorne citizens of a foreign power and 
those who had not, and if possible matte it 
a means to attract from the neighboring 
states and territories a large body of intelli- 
gent and thrifty men as much English in 
heart as those who have never left the 
hedge-rows and primroses of England. \Vo 
persist in viewing it as a suicidal policy. 
Thefa is no justice in it. If both these 
classes were allowed time lo take the oalh 
of allegiance before the election, thou the 
injustice would not socloarly mark a policy 
not supported by enlightened statesman- 
ship. As it is the disqualification mid Itifl 
remedy are not founded on considerations 
calculated to servo the best interests of iIib 
country. 

We are well nwaro that some members 
of our Assembly conscientiously hold it to 
bo a grout wrong to forswear thoii Queen 
and country : In their view of the mailer il 
is it crime. But why not to swear buck | 
Admit lor the sake of argument that it II n 



crime, ond what position do they place 
themselves in by allowing them lo swear 
back. If the first act of swearing away 
their allegiance was wrong; then the sec- 
ond act, swearing back, is wrong also. If 
there is a grave violation of the allegiance 
due to the Queen ; there is a like violation 
with the foreign state. Thus in denouncing 
the wrong on one hand and enacting a law 
to do another wrong, they virtually are 
partakers of the nature of that wrong 
by aiding and abetting it. 

Let them take either horn of the dilemma, 
there is no shirking the natural inference 
of complicity. We could therefore prefer 
to see far higher ground taken. For if it is 
so high a crime, as some erroneously ima- 
gine, to contract a double allegiance, why 
not exclude such in toto from the franchise'? 
In that case our legislature would not be a 
particeps criminis. If, on the contrary, it is 
not deemed a wrong, then wo do not expect 
such a mockery of legislation as to say that 
a person so disqualified shall not vote unless 
three months before election he swears his 
allegiance, and yet the election occurs 
within the time prescribed by law, and he 
is thus prohibited from voting. Such a 
course is neither enlightened or just legisla- 
tion. It is not even good parlizan legisla- 
tion ; and should never receive the appro- 
bation of a liberal-minded people. 

Naval Contracts, 
Some surprise has been elicited in mer- 
cantile circles at the secret and summary 
way in which Admiral Baynes gave out the 
beef contract, and the contract for general 
Supplies for the Navy. For some reasons 
which havo not transpired, both the con- 
tractors — one for beef, and the other for 
general supplies, have been allowed to 
renew their contracts for another year. 
No notice was given to the public of the 
intention of the Admiral lo renew them for 
another year. The curious part of the mut- 
ter is that one contract would not expire for 
three months, and the other not for two 
months to come. We have no blame to 
attach to either of the lucky parties; for 
it is but natural for commercial men to 
make the most advantageous bargain that 
they can for themselves. There is no ex- 
cuse, however, for Admiral Baynes and his 
Secretary, Mr. Southey. We are even in- 
formed that the head of a highly respectable 
house wrote twice to the Admiral on the 
subject and received no answer. From his 
high reputation as Commander-in-Chief on 
this station, we naturally looked for some 
explanation. Both our merchants and beef 
contractors are determined, however, to lay 
the matter not only before the Ad- 
miralty at homo; but members of the Im- 
perial Parliament will give the sub- 
ject a searching investigation. We 
fully concur in the necessity for press- 
in" the question on the attention of 
Her Majesty's Government. Admiralty job- 
bery has latterly been exposed over and 
again in England ; but we did not expect to 
find it patented so early here. What the 
public require is an open field and no favor. 
And when favoritism and jobbery appear on 
the surface, every ono has just cause to be 
indignant. Too much of this under-handed 
favoritism has been proven in the sister 
colony latterly, in lelaiion lo road contracts. 
It has also been visible in our light-house 
contracts. 

From facts laid before us, we are well 
satisfied that a large saving could have been 
made by giving timely notice that tenders 
were required for another year. We trust, 
therefore, that the issue of the inquiry into 
the manner these contracts were given out, 
will not only prove that the government 
could be served far cheaper, but that it may 
put an effectual stop to favoritism and hole- 
in-the-corner contracts for the futuro, and 
secure to everybody fair play. 

Another Poiicjsman in Troubi.*.— 
The senior sergeant of the police force, 
Welhe, was brought before Judge I'ernber- 
ton yesterday on a charge preferred by a 
negro, named Brass-field, of conniving and 
assisting in the sale of whisky to Indians. 
The charge slates that Welhe watched a 
house from which liquor was being sold, 
and saw an Indian come out, in broad day- 
light, with a bucketful of liquor, and failed 
to arrest him. Two other witnesses have 
been sent for, and the case remanded for

A Fizzle. — The. Oregon silver mines have 
fizzled. Assays made by Marchand & Co. 
revealed the fact that they will pay only 
seven dollars and fifty cents per ton. Ano- 
ther specimen, assayed by the same lirm, 
was found to contain ten per cent of galena, 
but no silver. The excitement in Oregon is 
of course subsiding. 

Rock Creek. — By the way of Seatlle 
there is nothing later from Rock Creek. 
Rich diggings are reported on the trail back 
of Seattle. They are said to be on the 
bank of Van Ness River, a small stream 
emptying into the Wenachee. The intelli- 
gence, however, required confirmation. 

The Last Stabbing Case. — The Nan- 
aimo Indian, arrested by officer Blake on 
Monday, for stabbing the Cowichan at the 
Stickeen encampment, has been remanded 
to jail for two days in order to await the re- 
sult of the injuries sustained by the wound- 
ed man.
